1. CAMBODIA/VIETNAM 

RADIP PP CLAIMS CAMBODIA SMASHED PLAN BY CIA/HANOI TO 
OVERTHROW ITS GOVT LAST MONTH, THAT 4 VIET OEFICIALS 
INVOLVED IN PLOT ARRESTED (WSJ). 

2. VIETNAM 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RONALD HUMPHRY/DAVID TRUONG, CONVICTED OF SPYING FOR SRV, 
WERE DENIED NEW TRIAL FRI. REJECTING DEFENSE MOTION FOR NEW 
TRIAL/ANOTHER FOR VERDICT OF ACQUITTAL, US DIST JUDGE SAID 
HE WOULD SENTENCE PAIR 7/7. AP (WSTAR 6/24) SAYS ATTORNEYS 
ON BOTH SIDES AGREE CASE WILL BE CARRIED TO APP'AL COURT/ 
PROBABLY SUPREME COURT. 

3. VIETNAM/CHINA 

NCNA CARRIED CHINESE PROTEST NOTE SAT NIGHT WHICH SAID 
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HANOI OBSTRUCTING EVAC CHINESE NATES FROM VN (SUN; WP/NYT 
PEKING-ALL 6/25). SRV, MEANWHILE, TOOK NEW LINE OF 
ATTACK IN BATTLE OF WORDS W/PRC, SAYING MINORITY GROUPS 
IN VIET BORDER PROVINCE OF HOANG LIEN SON BEING INCITED TO 
CROSS INTO CHINA (SAME WP REPORT). NYT (6/24) CARRIES 
REUTER (HK) PIECE ON VIET ACCUSATIONS THAT PRC PROCRASTI- 
NATING OVER DEPARTURE ARRANGEMENTS FOR REFUGEES. 

SUN (6/25) CARRIES REUTER (VIENNA) PIECE ON ALBANIA'S 
SIDING W/SRV IN ITS DISPUTE W/PEKING/CAMBODIA, ACCUSING 
EON POWERS OF STIRRING UP TROUBLE FOR HANOI. UNDER BANNER 
HEADLINER PROCLAIMING: "IMPERIALISTS-HANDS OFF VIETNAM," 
OFFICIAL ALBANIAN COMMUNIST PARTY DAILY DEFENDED SRV'S 
RIGHT CHOOSE ITS OWN DESTINY "WITHOUT INTERFERENCE FROM THE 
OUTSIDE. " REFERRING TO SRV'S BORDER DISPUTE W/CAMBODIA, 

PAPER SAID RECENT CLASHES HAD BEEN COMPLICATED BY EON 
INTERFERENCE. ALLUDING TO HANOI'S LEANING TOWARD MOSCOW, 

IT SAID, "VIETNAM HAS ITS OWN POLITICAL/IDEOLOGICAL VIEWS, 

THAT IS ITS OWN AFFAIR." 

4. CHINA 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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ACCORDING GWERTZMAN (NYT 6/25), CARTER ADMIN HAS MADE 
"FUNDAMENTAL POLICY DECISION" THAT PRC SHARES STRATEGIC 
CONCERNS WITH US/ITS ALLIES, AND THAT STRONG/SECURE CHINA 
SERVES US NATL INTERESTS. FOUND FROM INTERVIEWS W/KEY 
OFFICIALS IN RECENT DAYS THAT, AS PART OF THIS POLICY, 

US HAS DECIDED TREAT SYMPATHETICALLY PEKING'S DESIRE BUY MIL 
EQUIPMENT IN WEUR/PURCHASE MODERN TECHNOLOGY FROM US/WEUR/ 
JAPAN. GWERTZMAN SAYS THESE POLICY DECISIONS WERE CONVEYED 
TO CHINESE LEADERS BY BRZEZINSKI/OFFICIALS HAVE NOW 
CAUTIOUSLY BEGUN MAKING THEM PUBLIC. 

GWERTZMAN SAYS NEW US POLICY IN EFFECT PROVIDES RATIONALE

LIGHT TANKS, ACCORDING MIL SOURCES (UPI, NYT). 
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"KYODO" REPORTED 6/24 THAT HUA KUO-EENG WILL VISIT 
YUGOSLAVIA/ROMANIA/PERHAPS PRANCE IN OCT, IN DIPLO EPPORT 
TO GAIN SUPPORT POR PRC'S EIGHT AGAINST SOVIET INPLUENCE. 
AGENCY ALSO QUOTED DIPLO SOURCES THAT TENG HSIAO-PING 
WILL VISIT THAILAND (AP, WSTAR 6/25). 

BREZHENEV ACCUSED US 6/25 OP PURSUING "SHORTSIGHTED AND 
DANGEROUS POLICY ' OP TRYING "PLAY THE CHINESE CARD ' 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AGAINST SOVIETS-STEP WHICH ITS AUTHORS "MAY BITTERLY 
REGRET" (REUTER PHINQ; NYT; WSJ). 

APP (TANGSHAN) REPORTS THAT, NEARLY 2 YRS ALTER DISASTROUS 
EARTHQUAKE THAT LEVELED IT, CITY STILL LOOKS LIKE 
SHANTYTOWN (NYT 6/25).

ACCORDING CSM'S RAM (NEW DELHI), SRV LOOKING TO INDIA TO 
FILL VOID CAUSED BY W/DRAWAL CHINESE AID; CONTENDS THERE IS 
LITTLE DOUBT INDIA WILL ACT TO SAVE 21 ONGOING PROJECTS PRC 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HAD BEEN WORKING ON. QUOTES SOURCES THAT INDIA WAS TOLD OF 
CHINESE PULLOUT BY SRV IN HANOI WELL BEFORE HANOI RADIO 
OFFICIALS CONFIRMED 6/18 THAT PRC HAS CANCELLED ITS AID 
PROJECTS. SAYS "TRADE AND AID ASIDE," INDIA REGARDS VN AS 
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MOST IMPORTANT SEASIAN POWER/IS WILLING SERVE AS BRIDGE 
BETWN SRV/ASEAN.

6/25). 

MARCOS BESTOWS PHIL'S HIGHEST AWARD EOR EON SERVICE- 
"DAKILANG KAMANONG’'-ON WIFE EOR "CONSTANCY OE ZEAL TO DUTY 
IN DISCHARGING ALL THE SPECIAL ASSIGNMENTS AND TASKS GIVEN

SENATE CONEIRMED 6/23 EA'S GLEYSTEEN AS NEW AMB TO 
SEOUL/MORTON ABRAMOWITZ TO BANGKOK (REUTER 6/23). 

9. KOREA 

IN REPORT ON KIM DONG JO'S RESIGNATION EROM ROKG, 

NYT NOTES SENIOR PRESIDENTIAL SPOKESMAN-D:PARTING 
EROM USUAL PRACTICE-REEUSED MAKE OFEICIAL COMMENT. 
HOWEVER, "HIGHLY PLACED" SK EON MINISTRY OEFICIAL 
SAID ANY IDEA SEOUL'S COOPERATING W/US IN BRIBERY 
INVESTIGATION "NOW OUT OE THE QUESTION." 

BABCOCK (WP 6/24) CITES SOURCES FAMILIAR W/NEGOTS ON

USING HIM AS OPERATIVE. 

REUTER (6/23) QUOTES DOS' TRATTNER, COMMENTING ON 
HOUSE VOTE CUT FOOD AID SK, THAT "LINKAGE IN THIS 
INSTANCE"/"IMPLICATION OE SANCTIONS " OVER MATTER 
PROTECTED BY INTL TREATY "UNEORTUNATE." ADDED THAT 
UNTIL HOUSE VOTE, US/SK HAD BEEN MAKING GOOD PROGRESS

DESIGNED LESSEN PENALTIES EOR HONEST ERRORS IN 
REPORTING VALUE OE GOODS BROUGHT INTO US, ZENITH 
FEARS IT MAY HAVE EFFECT OE GRANTING RETROACTIVE 
IMMUNITY TO JAPANESE TV MFRS/US IMPORTERS NOW UNDER 
INVESTIGATION EOR FALSIFYING CUSTOMS DOCUMENTS.

12. GENERAL 

NYT'S BUTTEREIELD (HK) DOES LONG PIECE ON PROBLEM CON- 
FRONTING MANY US FIRMS AFTER PASSAGE BY CONGRESS LAST DEC 
OF TOUGH NEW LAW THAT PROHIBITS BRIBERY OF EON GOVT 
OFFICIALS. SAYS NEW STATUTE-OUTGROWTH OF HEIGHTENED 
SENSITIVITY TO CORPORATE MORALITY AFTER LOCKHEED PAYOFF 
SCANDAL-IMPOSES FINES UP TO 1 MIL DOLS ON US CORPS THAT 
PAY COMMISSIONS TO FON OFFICIALS. NOTES US EXECS IN ASIA 
COMPLAIN THAT THEY HAVE LOST SALES WORTH MILLIONS, THAT 
EUR/JAPAN ESE COMPETITORS HAVE PICKED UP, THAT NEW LAW 
COMPOUNDED US BOP DEFICIT/IN SOME CASES RAISED COST OF GOODS

TO ADMIN STRESS ON HUMAN RTS-THEY BOTH STRIKE MANY NON- 
AMERS AS ATTEMPT IMPOSE AMER MORALITY ON OTHER PEOPLE. 
NOTES US IS ONLY COUNTRY THAT FORBIDS ITS BUSINESSMEN BY 
LAW TO BRIBE FON OFFICIALS TO SECURE SALES. CITES 
PROBLEMS NEW LAW HAS ENCOUNTERED IN PHILS/KOREA. SAYS IN 
KOREA US FIRMS HAVE HAD GREATLY INCR SALARIES OF KOREAN 
EXECS NO LONGER ABLE HIDE INCOME FOR TAX PURPOSES.

ON HOUSE VOTE CUT SK'S FOOD AID, WP EDIT (6/25) SAYS US HAS

WENT FAR AS POSSIBLE TO ACCOMMODATE KOREAN SOVEREIGNTY/
